WHEREAS, the Foctcral Aviatiow Admiii\&tvatio\i (FAA) of tVie l>cpartmtml of 
Transportation of the United States of America is directed to encourage- Jhc devdopntent 
of civil aeronautics and the safety of air commerce, and is atithorisred to funiiah on a 
reimbursable basis to fcai^iQ^ govcmmeivts ccvtaivi tcdmioal assistance to (hat end; and 

WHEREAS, the Civil AvixitiDii Authority (CAA) of the State of Qatar has 
rcquestjed tliat wch tedxnical afisifitaiiccbepTOvided; 

V_ NOW THEREFORE, the FAA and the CAA, collectivdy referred to herein as the 

patties, mutually %gt:ee to follovfs; 

ARTICLE I — OBJECTIVE 

A- This Me^^Matld^\m of Agreement (the Agreement) establishes flie terjns and 
conditions under which the FAA may pix>vidc assijjtFincc to the CAA in devcloptug and 
mod^izing the civil aviation ititrastnictiire in tlic managerial, operational and technical 
aYeas^ For this pmpoac, tlie FAA sViail, saibjeet to Hie availability of appropriated funds 
and necessary resonrces^ provide personneli resources, and i-clated services to assist the 
CAA to tlic extent called for in tlic annexes and appendices to tliis Agreement 

B. The F A A's ability to furnish Ibe full scope of technical assisianee provided for 
under thiA Agi"eement depends on the use of the systems and equipment tti Qatar that arc 
similar to tliose used by the FAA in the US. National Airspace System. To the extent 

other syRtems aiid equipment are used in Qatar, the FA A may not be able to support 
those other systems and equipment under this Agreement, 

ARTICLE n ~lMl>l.EMENTAT10]N 

A. Specific technical assistance in areas of personnel, training, equipment, or 
scivices to be provided by the FAA for the CA A shall be delineated in annexes and 
appendices to this Agreement- When signed by the partics» such annexes and appendices 
shall become part of this Agreement Such annexes and appendices shall coittain a 
, description of the tedinical assistance to be perfonncd by the FAA, tlie personnel and

other resomtes required to accoiupUsli the tasks, the estimated costs, implementation 
plans, and duration.

ARTICLE DESCRIPTION OF SERVT ^iyS 

A, The tediincal assistance provided by the FAA at the request of the C AA may 
include, but is not necessarily limited to, the following: 

1 . Pmviding technical and matiagcriat expertise to assist the CAA in 
developing, improving, and operating its civil aviation infi^istructurc, standards, 
procedures* policies, training, and equipment; 

2. Providing training for CAA persomiel in the United States or in Qatar; 

3. Inspeding and calibrating QatariH:9wncd or -operated equipm^t and air 
navigation facihties; and 

4. Providing rcj^oiices, logistical support, and equipment for air 
navigation facilities, 

B. Technical assistance in tlicse and other areas, as mutually agreed to, may be 
accomplished by appropriate short- aud long-lemi in-country assignment or by other 
asaistancc offered by the FAA. 

ARTICLE IV-^T ATUS OF FAA PERSONNEL 

Tlic FAA sdiall assign personnel to perform the services agi'^ed upon in the annex 
or appendix. The po-sonnel assigned may be the employees of the FAA, another U.S, 
Government agency, or a contxactOT to the FAA. FAA or otha- U.S* Goveramcnt 
persomiel assigned to any activity shall rctam their status as UJS. Government employees. 
The supej.^i8ion and admltiistiation o C tbft \3crBont\el ^ftall be m ^ceoxda^cc with ^c 
policies and procedures office FAA as an agency of the U-S, Government, The assigned 
personnel shall perlbrm at tlic high level of conduct arid technical execution required by 
the FAA 

ARTICLE V — HOST PARTY StiPPQRT 

A» The support by ihe CAA necessary for accomplisfiing the FAA tedinical 
assistance shall be in accordance with pertinent FAA ot other US, regulations, rales, or 
procedures. The CAA also shall pravidc such additional suptiort as maybe set ihith in 
each annex or appendix. 
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B. If foranyreflsottthfiCAAisuiiabletopTOvictefi%^ in 
eadi annex or appendix, or if tlie i^upport pravidod is not equivalent to that prescribed in 
pertinent FAA or other US, regulations, rules, or procedures, tlie FAA shall arrange for 
the sui^oil and charge (he costs for such support to the CAA. 

ARTICLE VI- ^yiNANCIAL PROVISIONS 

A. The CAA shall reimburse the FAA, in accordrince witli the provisions set forth 
in this Agreement and its annexes and appendices, for all costs (including admiinslrative 
overhead ch^itgos) associated with Ihc technical assistance provided by the PAA. In the 
event of a termination by either party under Article XJB of this Agimncnt, the CAA shall 
pay: 

1. AH costs incurneti by the FAA prior to the dale of such tcrnifnation; and 

2. All tenninatiou costs incurred by the FAA during die 120-<lay close-out 

period. 

9. Each annex or appendix shall describe the specific Imancial arrangements for 
the technical assistance to be provided However, all financial arcattgcntents shrill be 
subject to the following: 

1 • Paym^ of bills shaJl be due witliin sixty (60) days trom date of 
billing. Payments shall be made in U.S, dollars and may be made either by check or 
electronic funds transfer, Chcclcs diall be drawn on. a U.S- baiifc a^id forv/v«:ded to the 
FAA at tlic address specified. Electronic funds transfers shall be credited to the FAA*s 
account as follows: Fede»:al Rcs^e Bank of New Yoifc, 021030004 Account Tncas NYC 
(69001 104) FAA, All payments shall include a rcfoi-ence to the assigned agreement 
number and biHing tiumbor. 

2. In the event that payment is not made witliin sixty (60) days fixm tlie 
date of billings UiS. Treasuiy Department regulations prescribe and require the FAA to 
assess late pa>'ment charges — ^i,e., interest, penalties, and administrative handling 
cfoatges^-in subseqwOTt biUings, These iate charges shall be assessed for each additional 
thii ly <30) day period, or portion fliwcof, that payment is not received. The CAA shall 
pay any such Jatc charged. 

Agtwmcnt number NAT-M409 has been assigned by the FAA to identify this 
tecbtiical assistance project and shall be referenced in all correspondence and bills related 
to this Agi'cement. 

ARTICLE VII — LIABILITY 

A . The PA A assumes no liability for any claim or loss arising out of advice or 
other assistance provided or work performed by it undo: this Agreement or its annexes 
and appendices, or arising out of any action or decision by the CAA, or its cun-ent or 
former officers, employees or contractors, hi relation to such advice^ assistance or workv 

B. The CAA, ott behalf of f be Government of Qatar, agrees to defend any suit 
brought in any jnrisdicdon othca- tlian Ihc United States or pay for the defense of any suit 
brought in the United States against the Government of the United States, the FA.\, or 
any inatrumcntality or current or former officer or employee of the United Staler arising 
out of any advice or other assislaiKe provided or woric performed under this Agreeniait 
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or its annexes and appendices. Tlie CAA, on behalf of the Govcrjimeiit of Qatar, fiirthei' 
agrees (o hold the United Staler, the FAA, t>r any mstrumentah'ly or current or former 
officer or eanployee of Die United States harmless against any claim by the Govemmeiit of 
Qatar, or by any agency theixx>f, or by third persons for personal itjjury, death, or property 
damage arising out of any advice or othei' aissistauce provided or wotk perfonxied under 
ibis Agi'eemcnt or its annexes and appendices. 

C. Exception: The conduct of an officer or wiployee of tlie U.S. that results in 
pcrsonar injury, deatli, or propcsrty damage shall not be considered advice or otlier 
assistance pix)vided or work pcrfonned under diis Agreement for purposes of the 
obligation to hold tlie United States, the FAA, or any instinmeotality or cniTBnt or former 
officer or employee of tlic United Stales harmless against any claijn by the QovemrnciU of 
Qatar, or by ajiy agency thereof, or by tliinl persons for personal injury, death, or propeity 
damage undertaken by the CAA under Article VILA above if that conduct is dctennined 
to be outside the scope of the officer or employee's employm^L Scope of employment 
shall be determined by the law of the forum, including choice of law nilcs, if the litigation 
in brought in a court of the United States^ or, if brought in a court outside the United 
States, according to the law of the Piatrict of Columbia. 

ARTICLE Vtll-^- AMENDMENTS 

This Agreement or its annexes or appendices may be tended by mutusil coment 
of the parties. The details of any such amendment shall be memorialised by written 
agrecmeni: signed by both patties. 

Any disagreement regarding the interpretation or appHoation of this Agix^cm^t or 
its annexes and appendices shall l>e resolved by consuJtations between tl\o parties and 
sliall not be referred to aiqr international tribunal or third party for settlement. 

ARTia^E X —RNTRY INTO FORCE AND Tr.RMtWATlQN 

A. This Agreement shall cnt^r into force on tlic date of the last signature and sliall 
remain in force until terminated. 

B, This Agreement or its annexes or appendices may be tem\in?iled at any time by 
cither party by piwiding sixty (60) days notiiie in voting to tlie other party. Teiinmalton 
of this Agreement .shall not affect existing obligations of the CAA under Articles IV, VI, 
Vn, and DC. The FAA shall have one hundred and twerity (120) days \o dose out its 
activities following termination of this Agreement or its annexes or appendices. 
Temiination of this Agreement also sliall tenninate all annexes and appendices 
sub.sequcntly concluded by Itic parties pursuant to \bis Agreemrat. 
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ARTICLE XI — SIGNATURE IN COUNTERPARTS 

To fhcilitflte execution, tiiis Agiiecmeiit or ite am&Kfis or appendices maybe 
executed in as many counterparts as may be required. It shall not be necessary lhat the 
signalnrc of or on behalf of each party appear on each counterpart, but it shall be 
fiufiicient that the signature of or on bdialf of each party appear on one or more of the 
countcrf^arts. All connteiparls slwll collectively constitute a single agreement. 

ARTICLE XII — AUTHORITY 

The FA A and the CAA agree to the provisions of this Agreement as indicated by 
the signatmxis of their duly authorized rqirescntativcs.
